his work, and ¢0 lenve the more to bo 
done by them. Tho other reagon is 
| that most sea captains have one stock 
| Temedy-—a powerful dose of saltse— 
| wanes quite possibly may make the 
;complaint considerably worse instead 
of better, And you have got to take 
those abominable salts, whether you 
ike it or not. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
captain's position is very difficult, If 
he is nice and sympathetic, and ever 
| roady to grant abseuco from work, he 
will have half the crew laid up with 
| indefinable maledies. 
| And;-on the other hand, if he falls 
to recognize that a man is really bad, 
and death or a serious illness results 
as often’ happens, he can hardly be 
blamed for ignorance of a _ difficult 
| Subject in which he has recelved no 

instruction. 

Any satlor of experience will tell 
you stories of sickness at sea that 
would considerably startle the average 
landsman. ,. There was the case of 
an Irishman, who, in the course of a 
voyage from*San Francisco to Liver- 
pool asked for exemption from duty 
because ho had sévere. pains in his 
legs. He was accueed of malinger- 
ing, compelled to continue his duties 
; and when his legs literally gavo way 
| under him, he was left unnoticed for 
some hours. 

On being carried to the hospital at 
port, the dector found that he was suf- 
fering from gangrene arising from ne- 
glected frostbite, and both his legs 
had to be amputated. This would 
have becn avoided if he had received 
proper treatment when the pain first 
started. 2 

The worst part is that, even if the 
captain does realise that the man is 
really ill, the most he can do is to 
grant exemption from’ duty. It is 
impossible for him to give the Invalid 
anything Mke proper 
medical aitention.
